It wa> n cold, rainy, moonless night when 
•be horror overtook tham. The mad tor- 
r-nt came on at the rate of twelve or 
ifteen luilna »a hoar. The flood bore 
ipon its surfice a rushing, tearing, grind- 
,ug mas« of logs, trees and huge beams. 
These Rmashed into thn people's houses, 
tiding to the terror of the scene, and then 
oi'.ed themselves up on the bridge, which 
had been built only too stoutly and served 
in creating a dreadful bonfire, adding hun- 
Ireds more to the denth-roll. 


Never has destruction been more com- 


plete. The lass of life is its most terrible 
feature. Added to tbis, Johnstown and its 
neighboring little hamlets are substantially 
destroyed. They must be rebuilt. The 
great iron works, which were the life of 
'he place, are la ruins. Even if tho com- 
pany caa recover from its blow it will re- 
quire a loag time to nuke good its loss 
tnd get iu running order again.

thtn three-fourths of the people were 
Ubormg men supported by this and asso- 
ciated industries.

PREPARING FOR THE CENSUS. 


It in very natural that there should be a 


great deal of interest taken by tbe people 
throughout the country, just at this time, 
in the compilation of the Eleventh oensaa. 
Many people are seeking offices now and 
an army of something like 40,000 men will 
ultogether be employed in the census work. 
Only a small number of this vast aggrega- 
tion will have employment longer than 
thirty or forty days. However, tbe Super- 
intendent of the census and his force of 
clerks are at work now upon the plans for 
the real work in the field, which is to begin 
on the 1st of June next year. 
Altogether 


'here will be 175 supervisors appointed 
throughout tbe States and Territories, an 
increase oi twenty-five over the list of ten 
years ngo. The supervisors will be ap- 
pointed according to the population apd 
the work which they will have to superin- 
tend. They will receive $125 salary, and 
ire given $1 for ever; 1,000 persons ennm- 
;rated in thickly settled districts, and 
31 10 per 1,000 in tbmly settled districts. 
They shall not be permitted to make an 
aggregate ot over $50C for the entire work. 
Ftiia is very good pay, as scarcely over 
forty days of actual work will be involved. 
The supervisors are appointed by the Pres- 
ident and most be confirmed by tbe Sen- 
it e. Tbe enumerators w II be appointed 
»v the Superintendent of tb« census upon 
ihe recommendation o! tbe copemsors, 
ind m the sel-ction of tbij army of enum- 
erators a very live y fight will taka place 


»t>efii Republic in representatives and 
iV-p'iblicau Sen tors, each claiming the 
iijot to name both the supervisors and 
numera'ors. Thy pay fixud for tbe enncn- 
-ratnr* is 2 cents a bead for all enumerated, 
,od 5 cents for eaab soldier or soldier's 
widow; 15 cents for a farm, and '20 cents 
'or each manufacturing establishment in 
the thickly populated regions. The enum- 
erators are not permitted to rcoks more 
than $1 a day, and in the sparsely settled 
districts their salaries are confined to $6 A 
day. 
Those having thickly settled dig 


tricts are expected to enumerate about 
4,000 souls; in the thinly populated dis- 
tricts the salaries will be fixed arbitrarily 
without reference to tbe number enumer- 
ated. The appointment of the supervisors 
and the enumerators must take place not 
later than the 1st of May, 1890. as all the 
work shell be done in tbe following June. 
Most of tbe supervisors will, of coarse, be 
determined apon by the end of this year, 
and about all of tbem will be nominated 
by the President daring the first throe 
months of next year. Tbe Snperintend- 
ent ot the census his just cameleted a re- 
distriotiDg of the country for the next cen- 
sus, and has determined the number of su- 
pervisors each State shall have.

•What Mr. Stockslager Will Do. 


Land Commissioner Stockslager, whose 


resignation has been accepted, to take ef- 
fect July 1st, will leave Washington for bis 
old home at Corydon, ad soon as the trains 
run west out of Washington. He has been 
granted a leava of absence until the 15th 
of June. Mr. Stockslager has not made 
arrangements yet for tho f ntnre, and the" 
object of his visit tn Indiana this time, is 
to enter into a law partnership at Ne* Al- 
bany, or complete bis plats for resuming 
the practice of law at Corydon. He is one 
of the very last prominent Democratic offi- 
cers to be displaced by this Administration. 
He says that his retention was due to the 
nnsettled condition in and the opening of 
Oklahoma, tbe inability of the Administra- 
tion to determine as to his successor, and 
the fact that he was a Union soldier, and 
made an acceptable officer. 
It is not yet 


determined who shall be his successor, bnt 
Assistant Commissioner Stone has been 
designated as acting Commissioner. Gov. 
Stone may become Commissioner finally. 
The only thing thfre is against bis appoint- 
ment is his age. President Harrison be- 
lieves that there should be u man younger 
than one of about seventy years to fill a 
position requiring the activity that should 
be possessed by a Commissioner ol tbe 
General Land Office.

Army and Navy Journal. Spsaking of the 
devastation ol the Sbenaudoah Valley, 
Early said it waa due rather to the magna- 
nimity of Grant than the barbarity of 
Sheridan, as Sheridan took his orders from 
his predecessor.

An Ordinance Denning the Firs Limit* 


of the Town of Reno, and Making 
Regulation* Concerning the Erection 
and TJte «f Building* In Sold Town.

Y VIRTUE OF THE POWER COBFEBREI 
by tbe laws of the State of Nevada, the Board 


of County Commissioner* in and for Waaboe conn 
ty, do ordain: 


SECTION 1. The fire limits of Beno shall be 
bounded as follow*, to-wit: By a line comment; 
ing at In lb« center of tbe Intersection of West and 
Fourth atieelB, thence running easterly with bt- 
center of Fourth afreet to the center of the Inter 
section of said street and Peavine street; thence 
southerly with the centre of aald street to tht 
Trackee river, thence westerly with the meander* 
uf said rivn to a point which wonld be reached by 
the centtrlineoi West a'reet extended southerly, 
thence to tbe place of beginning. 


Bzo. t. All buildings Hereafter erected within 


the aaid Fire Urolta kball be made and constructed 
of brick, atone or iron, or of combinations ol thesi 
materials, and ever; building of brick, atone or 
Ir nor of a, combination of these materials, thai 
•hall be newly roofed or covered, shall be con 
strncted with side-walls' or party-walls of brick or 
atone or both, and such side.walla and party wall* 
shall extend from the foundation t > the top of and 
through, tbe roof of the building, and said root 
aballbe covered witb such material as will afford 
protection against Ore, and aatd wa 1* shall be BO 
constructed »»to separate all woodwork thorough!) 
and completely, in all cases such sepiration shall 
not be less than four inches, of he Interior and 
exterior of such building, from all and every part 
of th3 interior and exterior of any adjoining build- 
ing'and every eucb side-wall or party-wall shall 
pus through the roof of tbe building to which i 
may appertain in such manner as to break en- 
tirely any communication of wood whatever be- 
tween sacb roof and other building. The term 
building, as used Inthis section, sball not include 
privlea or water closets, providing thnt they are 
used exclus vely«s privies or water closets, and 
are not attached to, or do not form a part of, any 
other structure or building used for otber pur- 
poses. The covering of all roofs of buildings 
within the fire lira ts shall be made and construct- 
ed of metal or aaphaltum, covered with gravel or 
some fire proof material- excepting dwelling 
houses which are situated not leas than ten feel 
from any other building, such dwelling housed, 
so situated, may be covered with wooden roofs of 
redwood shingles 
And all bouses shall wlthlii 
the fire limits, be so constructed as to ha' e stairs 
or ladder ways inside leading to the attics or roots, 
to be used as passage ways in cnws of fiie. 


No frame building or bntidilgs now used as a 


dwelling house, within tbe fire limits, shall be 
hereaiter altered or used as a factory, warehouse 
or a y other purpose except the same he altered to 
conform witb the provisions or this Ordinance? 


In no building within the town of Iteno. shall 
any wooden beams or other timbers be placed 
within four inches of an; flue, whether tbe same 
be a smoke, air or any other flue.
